SUBJECT; FY 195) Budget 


I have reduced the budget request for the Natural Resources Divi- 
sion, as you directed, from $396,20) to $320,000. Since recruitment 
of some of the additional personnel has already been initiated in 
Washington, I have temporarily taken the entire reduction from the 
item, "Supplies and Equipment", 


I mst, however, very emphatically request that the entire amount 
of this reduction be restored for the following reasons; 


1, The figure of $396,000 (approximately) is in line with the budget 
proposed in January of this year, At that time Natural Resources 
was allotted $107,000 in a total budget of $1,566,000 (not includ- 
ing program direction) submitted by TCA/Jidda. On a pro rata basis 
Natural Resources should have approximately $395,000 out of the 
ri planning figure of $1,183,000 furnished by 1Ca/W for 
FY 1954. 


2. It can only be assumed that the drastic cut proposed for Natural 
Resources is being made so that the allotment for one or more 
other Divisions may be increased, The propriety of sizeable 
increases for most other Divisions is questionable, With 20% of 
the fiscal year already gone, it is difficult to understand how 
any Division will require an increase over the estimate of January 
unless new projects have been added since that estimate was sub- 
mitted, Only one such case is known and that will account for 
only a small portion of the reduction in Natural Resources, even 
if one were to admit that it should all be taken from Natural 
Resources, 


3, The estimate of $396,000 was based on a backlog of wark which 
already exists in this Division plus a projection of the present 
program at about the same rate as for the past year, not on 
something proposed for sometime in the future, It is not 


necessary 





necessary to point out, I am sure, that this is work in which SAO 
is vitally interested and also almost entirely wrk which they 
themselves have requested, In fact, they have already 

a greatly expanded program which is not provided for in this 
estimate, 


lk. It was suggested some time ago that the expanded program be in« 
cluded as part of a special request for funds under the Economic 
Assistance progran, Now that same line of reasoning is used to 
reduce this budget request, While that argument wes accepted as 
it applied to the expanded program, it is not valid as applied to 
the present estimate because this covers work already in progress. 
In any event, there is no assurance at this time either that the 
expanded program will be approved or that it will be carried out 

by this Division if and when approved, 


In addition to the above, it is interesting to note that my figure 
of $396,000 agrees very closely with that of $100,000 ™entioned in the 
cable from Mr. Stassen, received yesterday, 


I should like to mention, too, that it seems strange the Country 
Director, who approved the estimate of Natural Resources in each of 
several recent meetings on the budget and strongly disapproved of some 
others as being too high, now reverses the field completely and reduces 
Natural Resources in order to increase the others. 

If anything further is needed (and because I think this has been 
played down considerably in the past), I would like to recite some of 
the accomplishments of Natural Resources; 


1, Aerial photographic maps covering approximately 5,000 square miles 
of Saudi Arabia, 


2. Detailed geologic survey for most of above area, 
3. Supplemental water supply for Riyadh of 2,500,000 gallons per day, 
4. New water supply for Gisan of 250,000 gallons per day, 


5, Preliminary survey and recommendation for surface storage reser- 
voir at Abha, 


6, Recommendation for development of port of Gizan (though somewhat

8, Numerous small water supplies including; Muweigh, afif, Um lej, 
Taif, Wejh, Wadi Khulais,
